WITH COMMISSI ONER RICHAR DS IN BERMUDA 

Southampton and Somerset — A Visit to His Elxcellency the Governor — 
Lecture in the Mechanics Hall, Hamilton 



THE Hamilton Campaign was followed by 
meetings at Southampton and SomerRct, 
which names really slaiid tar parishes, 
rather than towns. Indeed, one of the 
surprise* of th« trip was the fine crowd 
that assembled for (he Gonimissioncr's meeting 
in the Methodist Church- at South^pton, kitidty 
loaned, 3S it is rather niore commodious than 
our own Hall, ■ ■ 

We had drivea Ihrougk the -wclMiltcd locality 
and remarWd on the comparative ahsence of 
Iiyman dwellings, and wondered where our cou- 
gregation would come from. The Officers, how- 
ever, knew the district, and assured us of a good 
audience. The Church was filled with a most 
appreeiative gathering, both white and coloured; 
who foHowed the CommisBioner's address with 
an interest and inteiHg^nt appreciation that was 
inspiring to a degree. 

AN HISTORICAL RESIDENCE 

The chair wH taken hy Mr. Miinro, who was 
also ihc Commissioner's host. His house pos- 
sessed great historic interest^ it having hecii the 
jJTat Goverumcnt House on the island— the resi- 
dciicc of Admiral Tucker, Bermuda's first Gover- 
nor. Originally it was j long, Onc-Storcycd, 
rambling building, but simated in the midst of 
the most delight^l scenery and fertile soil. A>^ 
outslanding feature of all Dermudiaj] views is 
the rich, fresh redness of ihc soil, and healthy 
lerdnncy of the crops. At the time of our visit 
the Bcrmudian lilies were not much in evidence. 
Wc did behold one gleaming white hloom — the 
herald of'broad acres of such, a month or two 
Jifer. Oniojis and potatoes seemed, to us, to he 
the principal products of the soil — large quanti- 
ties of which arc exported to New York. Three 
crojjs are growii in .the year. 

At Southampton we have a nice little Corps, 
riid our host ^vas loud in his praises of the g;ood 
«ork dOHC by The Army in the district, and of 
the sterling character of the Corps* Screeant- 
Wajor, who' is in his employ. 

At Somerset a nice Hall has been recently 
creeled. But in view of the great interest taken 
m the Commissioner's visit, the Oddfellows' Hall 
had bceii liikeu for two nights. The first meet- 
ing was of a welcome. character, presided over by 
Mr Winslow Bell; ofl the second evening Dr. 
C,Min,M.P.,presidftd. On both occasions the Hall 
\\^s well filled by most, appreciative audiences, 

Sonicrsetj situated on the western end of the 
it^laiids, has a somewhat unenviable record with 
rcpcct lo wrecking and piracy, and Brigadier 
Aclby and ilajor Barr were billettcd at a house ■ 
\Jiich had the reputation of being formerly the 
TCfiOrl of bnccajiccrs — a sort of pirates' lair; but 
J6 now the quaint arid charming abode of Mr. 
iind Mrs. Bell, 

The following incidents may shov/ the on- 
ward march of civilization and righteousness. On 
our way to Somerset an old Episcopal Church 
uas pointed out,to ns, concerning which the fol- 
lowing legend is related in handhooJcs to (tie 
Bermudas: — 

"When piracy became unprofitable, the oW 
seafarers took to wrecking. The rector was 
preaching fervently one stormy Sunday, when a 
min entered St. Ann^s and whispered in the ears 
of several members of the congregation, who 
promptly reached for their hats. It did not taki; 
the rector-long to descry signs of uneasiness, and 
he paused to ask; 'John Smith, what arc you 
faying to these people?' 'Parson,' was the reply, 
'there's a ship on the south-west breakers*' 

TALES OF OLDEN TIMES 

■ Sabbath piety, as the rector knew, must dis- 
appear under the ctrcurastances, and he remarked 
impressively: 'The congregation will remain 
scatctf until I lake ofif my surplice, and then, 
boys, we'll all start fair I'" 

Fropi the windows of the house already re- 
ferred to is still pointed out the place at which 
landed a party of buccaneers intent on plunder. 

But. the approach of these sea rov«rs and 
plunderers had been aote6, and in the fir'st houSL 
thcy^ entered with their demand to * stand .ii 1 
delner, ' a suppo&ed funeral service vvis btmg 
held, and the mourners sat and stood aronnd tlie 
coffin in which were supposed to lie the remam^^ 
of the dear deceased. The pirates evidently had 



some sense of propriety, and hastily retired, 

But the point of the story lies in the fact that 
the coffin contained not mortal remains, but all 
the money and jewellery in the house. This ruse 
to deceive the robbers was made easy by the fact 
that in the early days ot the colony the settlers 
kept coffins in their hoiic;s ready for the day of 
need— thest receptacles for the dead being yaed 
as bookcases and cupboards during the life of 
the person for whom thoy had been prepared. 
There arc many legends and yarns extant con- 
cerning the bad o'll days. 

On Thursday night the Commissioner lectured 
in the Mechanics' Hall, Hamilton. This Hall is ' 
situated in the heart of the ciiy, in close piosimity 
to the Hamilton Hotel. The spacious Hall was 
filled by those who had paid a shilling each to 
hear the Commissioner, And, from start to finish, 
tile speaker held his audience enthmlled. 

Wc have never heard the Commissioner lo 
greater advantage. The audience certainly was 
an inspiring one, and the Commissioner's theme 
— ^"AVork Amongst the Black Races of South 
Afrfca" — was one to bring the host out of a man 
who has such zeal for magnifying the power of 
God and showing the effectiveness of The Army's 
methods, as U possessed by Commissioner 
Richards. 

The chair was taken l>y C. H. Tucker, Esq., the 
Colonial Postmaster, bnc of Bermuda's strong' 
men. He is a lineal descendant of Admiral 
Tucker, the Colony's first Governor, since when 
a Tucker has always held high administrative 
positions in ihe public service. Mr. Tucker is a 
man of commanding presence, impressive man- 
ner, and made a capital speech — drawing a strik- 
ing contrast between an army of destruction and 
an Army of Salvation, He deemed it a great 
honour to preside on this occasion, because The 
Salvation Army wat. cununcmoratiHg its fiftieth 
anniversary. Human beings get wealter physi- 
cally as they get older, but The Salvation Army 
lias grown stronger and stronger — why? because 
of the number of recruits pouring in to replace 
those passing out. The Colonial Postmaster paid 
a fine tribute to the Commissioner as a speaker, 
lie having listened with great pleasure and .profit 
to him at the Opera House on Sunday afternoon. 
WHAT THE "GAZETTE" SAID 

Thu "Royal Gascite," in its report of the lec- 
ture, had the following paragraph: — 

■'Wc heartily endorse the Commissi oner's re- 
mark, "That it depends much how yon measure 
a mail— from the chin up or down.' Certainly 
before the lecture was over, all felt ihat whatever 
the limitations in stature of the Commissio]icr, 
he was indeed a large mart (from the chin np, 
at leastO, and one who had a deep knowledge of 
the needs of men the world ovcr^ well fitted to 
fill the responsible position cninisled to him." 

On Thursday morning the Commissioner, 
accompanied by Lieut, -Col one! Bond, ^fajar 
Barr, and Afijatant Milltf, paid a visit to His 
Excellency the Governor-General, Sir GcOrgc 
JIackworth Bullock, K.C.B. 

His E-^cellency is deeply interested In all that 
pcrlains to the welfare of tbc Colony, and as 
the problcni of juvenile criminality- assumes 
rather (arge proportions tn the Bermudas, he 
desired to know what success had attended The 
Salvation Army's V/ork' amongst this class. He 
was Surprised to know that the Australian Gov- 
ernment's capitation grants to Tlie Salvation. 
Army amounted, in round figiircs, 10 §30,000 per 
atidiiiu, and was dcci>ly gratified to learn of the 
high percentage of successful cases aiuongst 
Slate children, . 

His E.tccllcncy had been in South Africa dur- 
ing the war, and hoped to have been present to 
hear the Commissioner's lectnre, but duties 
prevented it. 

Tlie Governor is a man of-'fine, soldierly ap.- 
pca.rs.ncc, affable and courteous to n degree, and 
it was very evident from his remarks that he had 
the welfare of the Bermudas very much at heart. 
He i3 a very popular Governor.

the oldest settlements in the Western Hemi- 
sphere, and is named in honour of Admiral Sir 
George Somers^ who died 'there in 161U. His 
heart was buried in St. George's, and in tbc pub- 
lic garden a tablet marks the spot near which it 
is supposed to have been buried. His body wag 
taken to Dorset, England, by his nephew. 

St. George's is delightful for situation, and it 
would be difficult to surpass the picture it pre- 
sents when viewed from the Cut Ko.id. Th« 
Shipping in the foreground; the dassling white 
housesj running down to the sparkling blue 
waters, in the middle distance; the heights of 
Fort George as a background, with the noble 
e^cpansc of sea and sky, make a combination oE 
form and colour beautiful to behold. 

AN OLD GABRISON TOWN 
St. George's is the headquarters of the Royal 
Artillery, and the barracks^ gtm carriages, en- 
sincer shops, and ordnance depots recall that St, 
George's is the oldest of British gamsou towns. 
The Islattds arc now under martial law, and the 
dockyards, etc, are barred to the public. 

The Episcopal Churches of St. tjcorge's ar* 
not devoid of interest. St. Pctcr^ is buiU on 
what IS probably the oldest .-^nglo-Saxon church 
site in the western world — tbq present edifice be- 
ing more than three hundred years* old. The 
Commissioner and the writer spent an interest- 
ing time in reading the tablets and tombstones, 
and looking at the massive silver Communion ~ 
Service presented by King William HI. One . 
very pathetic mural tablet tells of the terrible 
elTects of a yellow fever epidemic amongat thft 
British troops stationed there; while a tombatone 
over the grave of a young American midshipmaa 
who lost his right leg in an engagement between 
a United States frigate and a squadron of British 
ships of war in IS15, expresses the follouing 
noble tribtitc to the people of St. George's q{ 
those days: — 

"This stone records the tribute of his parcntA* 
gratitude to those inhafjitants of Sl Geotge'5 
whose generous and tender sympathy prompted ,_ 
the "kindest attentions to their son while hvitig, -' 
and honoured him when dead." 

Over the communion table is across wlicrcon 
hangs a tale. The rector's wife of that daj had 
a tendency fOr rituafism, which caused a breach " 
amongst the communicants of St. Petir's, who 
thereupon built a church, in which to wor hip " 
according to the tenets of the Refornjod Epis* 
copal Church; but for fifteen years it has been 
unusucd on accoimt of being unable to pa> the , 
stipend of A parson. » 

A stonc^s throw from it is another mute wit- 
ness to local poverty of Funds. The masonry o£ 
a fine, comntodious, Episcopal Church stands " 
complete, the building only lacking the tiiLcrtur - 
fittings and plastering^but it has so stood for 
fifty years, the authorities beiJig unable lo raiiC 
tbe necessary funds for its completion. 

There are other evidences of decay in St, 
George's, but "rhc Salvation Army has in it a 
flourishing Corps, officered by Captain and Mrs. 
Robinson, and some splendid meetings were con-.i 
dwted in our oivn neat and convenient Hall by 
the Commissioner. The principal meetings were 
those of Sunday afternoon and Sunday and Mon- 
day nighrs. 

THE MAYOR PRESIDES 
The Sunday afternoon's service was an o^cial 
welcome to the Commissioner, presided o%<-r {»y 
His Worship the Mayor, Mr. Boyle, who Kuas 
supported by the Colony's Finance Alintslcr, tllt^ 
local M. P.r aiid others.

A STRANGE EXPERIMENT 

SILK is the secretion of tivo 
glands of the silkworm lying ' 
alongside the digestive canal. These 
glands, which consist of numerous 
coiled tubes, terminate in a snining 
wart. From a common orifice in 
the spinning wart the secretion^ of 
the consistency of honey, issues 
forth, promptly hardened into a 
, ihread on cicpcsure in the air. Usual- 
ly the silk is colourless on leaving 
the body of the silkworm, but some- 
times it is straw yellow or greenish, 
.Why? 

The answer has been a matter of 
long dispute. Some claim that the 
larva itself produces thc colour; 
others ascribe it to impurities ac- 
quired upon secretion; still others 
are of the opinion that the grcca 
colour of thc leaves of the mulbcrry 
tree ts the cause. 

Two French scientists, Lcvrat and 
Contc, determined to settle the dis- 
pute. They fed silkworms on mul- 
berry leaves which had been satur- 
ated with non-poisonous aniline red 
and aniline blue. With what result? 
Not only were the silkworms turned' 
red or blue, but their SccerCted silk 
assumed thc respective colours:.
